The hope is entertained, it was 
learned from official sources, that 
before the resumed but curtailed 
wolfram shipments to Germany are 
of any great value to that country, 
Allied war strategy will have made 
the shipments physically impos- 
sible. 

Resumption of petroleum ship- 
ments to Spain will be under the 
conditions existing when the em- 
bargo was unforced in February, 
calling for inspection and other 
safeguards to prevent any of it 
being “re-shipped to Germany. 

The embargo on petroleum ship- 
ments to Spain was applied to sup- 
port a demand that Spain cease ex 
porting wolfram to Germany. Wolf- 
ram exports were stopped at once, 
according to the state department, 
Germany had obtained 300 tons in 
January of this year and had pur- 
chased another 1,000 tons. 

TOKEN SHIPMENTS 

Under the new agreement token 
shipments of 20 tons a month may 
be made in May and June, and 40 
tons a month for the remainder of 
the year, if Allied military oper- 
ations have not made shipments im¢ 
possible. 

When the Italian fleet surrender- 
ed some warships made Spanish 
ports and were interned, and the 
armistice found 13 merchant vessels 
in Spanish waters, where they were 
interned. Six of the merchant ves- 
sels have been released, five more 
will be released at once, and the 
remainder, with the warships, sub- 
mitted to arbitration to decide own-

up, even at the risk of severe pen- 
alties, and echoed the question. 

A year ago such a doubt would 
have been impossible, It is a typical 
example of the effect of Allied 
propaganda, 

The Nazis realize this. Gestapo 
Leader Heinrich Himmler decreed 
enemy leaflets and “other agitating 
literature” must be delivered to the 
police under penalty of heavy 
prison sentences, even death. 

You can't speak of German 
morale anymore,” an informant 
who had been in Germany since 
the start of the war said, “There 
isn’t any.” 

The average German, this in- 
formant continued, is saying “Let 
come what may, I only want peace. 
I am sick of dictatorships and par- 
ties. Our only hope is that the 
Allies will be able to come and 
save us from the Russians.” 

Dr. Paul Joseph Goebbels’ pro- 
paganda machine, which taps sen- 
timent down the last German 
family, knows what the people are 
thinking. Therefore he is painting 
the blackest hell for Germans if 
they succumb. 

The Germans have no chance to 
react violently, at least at present. 
But it shows in their work, They 
are too wrapped up in their own 
sorrows (millions have lost mem- 
bers of their families) to pay much 
attention to Nazi politics.

Diefenbaker Raps Call-Ups, 


* Says ‘Vast Army” Wanders 


About Dominion Unmolested 


By JAMES McCOOK 
OTTAWA, May 2.—(CP) —J. G. Diefenbaker (P.C., Lake 
Centre) said yesterday in the Commons there were nearly 


390,000 “missing men” in Can 


ada who had failed to respond 


to compulsory military service calls. 


Speaking on labor department *: 
war estimates, Mr. Diefenbaker | 
said a return had showed that 
1,449,417 men were called up for 
medical examination and 979,569 
reported. This left 469,848 unac- 
counted for, less 71,545 who en- 
listed when they received the 
call-up notice. | 
The number of men unaccounted | 

for had increased about 60,000 in 
the last eight months. 

Mr, Diefenbaker said Labor Min-| 
ister Mitchell had stated only 49,004! 
men now were unaccounted for 
compared with 67,674 a year ago. 
NOT SHOWN BY RECORDS | 

“But that, favorable statement is } 
not borne out ‘by the records,” he 
continued. 

He said there had been inequal- 
ity in the call-up as between 
various parts of Canada. 

Mr. Mitchell said Mr. Diefen- 
baker had quoted figures “to suit 
himself.” He said he stood by his 
earlier figures of men not ac- 
counted for. 

When a reference was made to “a 
lost legion” of men it was not true, 
and an effort was beinz made to 
convinre the country of something 
that did not exist, said Mr. Mitchell. 

At the opening of the session, 
Finance Minister Ilsley presented a 
bill covering revisions of the Bank 
Act, which received first reading. 


BRIEF STATEMENT 

In presenting the bill Mr. Ilsley 
made a brief statement toucuing on 
the more important changes pro- 
posed. He said a more extended ex- 
planation would be given the house 
Tuesday on second reading. 

Munitions Minister Howe ob- 
tained approval of a resolution 
covering a bill to provide for the 
establishment of an air trans- 
Port board. The bill will be, 
introduced at a later sitting. 

(No details of the proposed board 
have been given except that it will 
act as a licensing and regulatory 
body in respect of commercial air 
services, It will operate in a capa- 
city similar to that of the Board 
of Transport Commissioners which 
now exercises authority over rail- 
way and air transport. Some Ot- 
tawa authorities said it was prob- 
able the board membership would 
include a_ representative of the 
transport department civil aviation 
branch.) 

Mr. Diefenbaker said there had 
been further losses in call-up men 
in addition to those who failed to 
report for medical examinations. 
Orders sent out for actual military 
training numbered 433,453 and the 
men who reported numbered 21,762. 


SPREAD IN TOTALS 

There was a spread in the total 
of enlistments and call-ups of from 
about 9.8 per cent of the population 
between 18 and 45 years of age in 
one military district to 42.7 per 
cent, the latter being the Toronto 
district. 

From June 23, 1943, to Jan. 31, 
469,942 were called for medical 
examination, In Quebec military 
district 86 per cent of the total 
population, or 9,000 out of some 
460,000 men had been called. 

“I would like an explanation of 
that, why so few calls for medical 
examination were sent out,’ con- 
tinued Mr. Diefenbaker. 

“I am giving the picture with 
regard to the unfairness of the call- 
up and the vast army which 


wanders about this Dominion, free 
of any serious threat of prosecu- 
tion.” 


22,000 MEN FOUND 

The total number of men found 
has been 22,000 at $2.50 a head (the 
fee paid agencies seeking men who 
fail to answer the call-up notice), 

“| say without fear of contra- 
diction, after reading the records 
of the United States, Great Bri- 
tain, New Zealand and Australia, 
that the record as to call-up in 
this country reveals an appalling 
condition of default and disobedi- 
ence unknown» anywhere else 
among countries having any sys- 
tem of call-up. 

“It shows this, that either the 
statistics are wrong—and they can- 
not be wrong, because they have 
been checked and cross checked 
and we have been assured as to 
their correctness—or the enforce- 
ment is all wrong, and that is the 
conclusion to which any reason- 
able person must come under the 
circumstances, It shows that politi- 
cad experiency dictates the policy 
of the state and paralyzes results.” 


DENIED BY MITCHELL 

Mr, Mitchell: “My honorable 
friend speaks of political expedi- 
ency dictating the policy. Let me 
say without fear of contradiction 
that as far as my department is 
concerned there is no political ex- 
pediency.” 

Mr. Diefenbaker said the penal- 
ties imposed for infractions of the 
regulations invited disobedience. 
Fines ran-from $21 in Quebec to 
$105 in Toronto, while in the Port 
Arthur, Ont.¥% district a jail sent- 
ence also was given. 

Mr. Diefenbaker said that de- 
mobilization plans of the Canad- 
ian government should be made 
known, with an outline of the 
order in which men would leave 
the services. 

Six months after the war the ma- 
jority of war industry workers 
would be released, he said. Hun- 
dreds of thousands would require 
employment. 


REPORT TO HOUSE 


There should be a report to the 
house on the number of men likely 
to be “combed” out of industry for 
the services within the next few 
days in accordance with a govern- 
ment program. 

Unity in Canada depended in 
equal application of the’ law, he 
said. There had to be a willingness 
on the part of all citizens to serve 
equally in the war. 

“The problem of manpower is 
the outstanding problem of 1944,” 
he said. 


SAYS TORY POLICY 
ALSO “DESPICABLE” 

OTTAWA, May 2—(CP)—C. E. 
Johnston, Social Credit member 
for Bow River constituency for 
Alberta, said last night in the 
Commons that the Progressive 
Conservative policy on manpower 
“is just as despicable as the Lib- 
eral party’s.”

The interview was carried un- 
der an editor's note which said 
that “the possibility that the Axis 
is attempting to ‘plant’ him on 
the Allies cannot be ruled out.” 

Described as an economics ex- 
pert in Berlin from 1941 to the 
end of 1943, Sakimura was quoted 
as saying that German economy 
is already strained and that the 
“opening of the western front 
might cause economic collapse. It 
will certainly hasten it.”

OTTAWA, May 2.—(CP)—G. S. 
White (P.C.- Hastings - Peterbor- 
ough) said yesterday in the Com- 
mons that it was “humiliating” for 
officers to have to ask men called 
for compulsory military training 
to join the active service, but 
Defence Minister Ralston replied 
that the army would continue its 
recruiting activities as in the 
past, 

Mr. White said the government 
policy in obtaining men for the 
armed forces was one of political 
expediency. 

“I do not understand how they 
can expect to run a political war 
and at the same time create 
national unity,” he continued, 


REFERS TO QUEBEC 

The Quebec legislature had 
adopted, by a 54 to four vote, a mo- 
tion stating it was opposed to send- 
ing conscripted men overseas. Sev- 
eral federal cabinet members were 
from Quebec and if they did not 
approve of the legislature motion 
they should say so. 

it was “humiliating” for an 
officer to have to plead with men 
to enlist in the active army, The 
government should bring home 
defence men into the active 
army. 

Col. Ralston asked if Mr, White 
objected to the use of recruiting 
officers to get men into the army. 
He said he felt there was nothing 
humiliating in such activity. The 
army Was doing everything pos- 
sible to encourage recruiting and 
would continue to do so. 

“The government wishes to pass 
over to the officers that they have 
got the job of coercing, forcing, 
bullying and pleading with these 
men,” said Mr. White. 


SUGGESTS “PROMISES” 

“Get so many men to go active, 
and we will give you leave, we will 
give you days or we will give you 
other things.” 

Col. Ralston: “My honorable 
friend 1s drawing on his imagin- 
ation.” 

Mr. White said Alex Walker, 
Dominion president of the Canad- 
ian Legion had asked why the 
government did not use its auth- 
ority and put home defence men 
in the active army, 

Maj-Gen. G. R. Pearkes, V.C., 
chief of the Pacific Command, had 
to “plead” with men to go on active 
service and had said the outcome 
of the second front might depend on 
the number of home defence men 
ready to back up troops now over- 
seas. 

“You can only take the inference 
from those remarks thai there are 
not sufficient reinforcements over- 
seas,” said Mr. White. 

Col. Ralston: “It is absolutely 
ridiculous for my honorable friend 
to say anything of the kind.” 


“SHAMEFUL” METHODS 

C. E, Johnston (S.C.-Bow River) 
said the methods being used to 
have men in the home defence army 
go active service were “shameful.” 

It should. not be thought all men 
in the home defence force were 
“yellow,” he said. Many of them be- 
lieved that with their service in 
the home defence army they were 
acting in accordance with the gov- 
ernment policy which established 
such a force. 

They were ready to join the 
active service force when the gov- 
ernment decided all men should 
be in this category. 


Instead of appealing to the pride 
of home defence troops asking them 
to join the active army, Maj.-Gen. 
Pearkes should be appealing to the 
pride of the government to see that 
it had suitable manpower facilities. 

Worthy officers should not be 
given the task of appealing to home 
defence men to go active, said Mr. 
Johnston, .

Bank Changes 
Are Outlined 
To Commons 


OTTAWA, May 2—(CP)—Re- 
visions to the Bank Act providing 
for a reduction in the maximum 
interest rate and provision for 
further legislation extending cred- 
it to farmers were introduced yes- 
terday in the Commons by Fin- 
ance Minister Iisley, 

Main provisions of the proposed 
act are: 

1—Reduction of the maximum 
interest rate from seven to six per 
cent. 

2—Limiting the right to issue or 


re-issue bank notes to the Bank of} 


Canada. 

3—Provision to chartered banks 
to make unsecured personal loans 
at a rate equivaleiut to five per cent 
for a one-year Joan. 

4—Extension of the section covy- 
ering borrowing for business pur- 
poses with the new provision for 
agricultural loans to be made under 
a separate Farm Improvement 
Loans Act. 


SIMPLIFY PROCESS 
The section of the act covering 


loans for business purposes is re-| 
vised with a view to simplification. | 
New provision is proposed to en-| 
able banks to meet intermediate | 


credit and short-term credit needs 
of agriculture. 


In an explanation of changes 
printed with the bill the govern- 
ment announced its intention to 
introduce a farm improvement 
loans act to guarantee a bank 
against losses up to a specified 
Proportion of its aggregate loans 
for such purposes. 

“The proposed farm improve- 
ment loans act will enable farmers 
to obtain loans on terms heretofore 
not available for the purchase of 
implements and equipment, farm 
electrification and generally for the 
improvement and development of 
their farms and homes, the con- 
ditions of the loan and the terms 
of repayment being related to the 
use for which the proceeds are to 
be put and the nature and source 
of the farmer’s income,” said the 
explanation. 


TRANSFER DEPOSITS 

Under an amendment to one of 
the sections of the present act un- 
claimed deposits of chartered banks 
are to be transferred to the Bank 
of Canada which will have the 
liability to repay deposits after a 
period of 10 years. 

(The unclaimed balances in the 
chartered banks in Canada which 
are being taken over by the Bank 
of Canada total about $3,000,000. 
Each year in the past the chart- 
ered banks have been required 
to make returns to the finance 
department of the unclaimed bal- 
ances they hold. 

(Should any claimant be able to 
establish his or her right to any 
balance the Bank of Canada will 
make payment.

Fifty-five new credit unions were incor- 
porated in Alberta last year. This province 
thus lead all the provinces of Canada, and 
all the states in the United States, in the 
number of these organizations starting 
operation. This is important in itself, and 
no less important for the trend it indicates. 
A credit union is based on thrift. It is 
formed by a number of persons who band 
themselves together for the purpose of 
systematically saving money and making 
loans for building or other useful pur- 
poses to members of the organization. 

The significance of the rapid spread of 
the movement in this province is plain, It 
shows that people in Alberta have not for- 
gotten the depression, nor what brought it 
about, and are taking practical steps to 
build up safeguards for themselves against 
any return of bad times and against any 
kind of private emergency that may befall 
them, There could be no more hopeful 
sign as to future conditions than the fact 
that considerable numbers of people are 
capitalizing some of the present prosperity 
for future use. The time to prepare for an 
adverse turn of fortune is before it arrives.

New Recreation Centre 


The War Services Council of Northern 
Alberta is to be commended for its pro- 
jected establishment of a downtown re- 
creation centre for Allied servicemen and 
Servicewomen at 109 street and Jasper ave- 
nue a8 announced Monday. 

The need for such a centre has been 
acute for two years and it is not the fault 
of the Council that a place of this kind 
has not been set up long since. As every- 
one knows, space has been at a terrific pre- 
mium in Edmonton for months. 

The greater the facilities offered to ser- 
vicemen and women in the way of enter- 
tainment and relaxation, the higher is 
morale, the better is discipline and the 
easier is recruiting. Experience has shown 
the truth of this. 

It is natural for the troops to wish to 
visit the downtown sections of the city in 
their hours of freedom. This makes it all 
the more necessary that downtown facil- 
ities of the best type be provided. 

The War Services Council has emphasiz- 
ed the fact that the new Centre will be for 
use of all Allied servicemen. It is hoped the 
Americans will use it freely as a means of 
furthering the essential comradeship be- 
tween the two great countries of this con- 
tinent.

A Chance for Alberta 


Alberta in the opening week of the cam- 
paign subscribed 43.6 per cent of its quota 
of the Victory Loan. This was substanti- 
ally better than the showing for the whole 
Dominion. If the pace is maintained the 
end of the present week would find this 
province within easy reach of its minimum 
objective, leaving the bulk of next week’s 
subscriptions to supply the extra amount 
which is hoped for. If the whole min- 
imum quota can be turned in this week, so 
much the better, for Victory bonds are one 
commodity that no person and no section 
of the country can buy in excess amounts. 

Alberta is a debtor, not a creditor prov- 
ince, and always has been. A huge pro- 
portion of the income of our people is 
sent to older parts of the country every 
year to pay interest and principal of priv- 
ate and public loans. This bond sale, with 
the generally good times now prevailing, 
gives Albertans a chance to do a good deal 
toward evening the score. We can do 
that if we buy more bonds in proportion 
than are bought by the provinces of On- 
tario and Quebec, In that case the peo- 
ple of those provinces will have to pay more 
interest—and more principal—on Alberta- 
held Victory bonds than Albertans will 
have to pay on bonds held by residents of 
the two old and wealthy provinces.

The Oil Starts Flowing 


Formal opening of the refinery at 
Whitehorse marks the completion of the 
Canol project. This is the name of the sys- 
tem of pipelines by which oil from the Ft. 
Norman field is being brought to White- 
horse for refining and thence distributed 
to points along the Alaska highway and to 
the seaboard. The enterprise has taken 
nearly two years to complete, at a cost of 
$130,000,000, It ranks with the building of 
the highway in magnitude and importance 
as a war work, 

The task included, besides building pipe- 
lines and refinery, a wide examination of 
the Ft. Norman area as to the extent of the 
supplies to be found there. This exploration 
was authoritatively declared some months 
ago to have established the existence of 
deposits altogether beyond expectation, so 
great in fact as to make that one of the 
known great oil areas of the continent. 
What began as a war project has promise 
therefore of being a vestly important source 
of liquid fuel when peace returns, and of 
stimulating development not otherwise 
possible through the whole Yukon-Alaska 
area, 

Immediate interest in the new supply is 
of course related to the war with Japan, 
The project began when a Japanese invas- 
ion of the northwest coastal area was by no 
means improbable and was widely regarded 
as imminent, This danger is now remote—

tion, United States put men and money at 
the task of building up defences on a scale 
illustrated by the Canol oil supply system 
and the Alaska highway. Tokyo rightly 
interpreted this activity as closing out any 
hope it may have had of gaining an easy 
foothold in Alaska or northern British 
Columbia-—a conclusion which was con- 
firmed by the liquidation of the forces it 
threw into Kiska, 

Both because of its importance in war- 
time and because of its promise of great 
economic value in peacetime, it was fitting 
that the completion of the Canol enterprise 
should be marked by an official ceremony 
of international character.

Trouble in Canada’s Far West 


By BRUCE HUTCHISON 
The recent row in the C.C.F. of 


British Columbia shows that the 
Socialists of that province are be- 
ginning to discover the facts of 
political life in Canada, The party 
convention in Vancouver blew up 
in some anger when the charman 
conveniently discovered that ‘a 
quorum was lacking late at night 
and called an adjournment before 
the disputants could complete their 
rather bitter argument. The trouble 
arose over the evident desire of 
some members to make a gesture, 
at least, of friendship to the Com- 
munists and also over the official 
C.C.F. proposal to enfranchise the 
Japanese. These are merely inci- 
dental controversies but they illus- 
trate a fundamental truth which 
the Great Plan of the C.C.F. has ig- 
nored. It is worth considering. 

The Great Plan undertakes and 
guarantees to provide prosperity 
for all Canadians by government 
management of all economic pro- 
cesses, direct or indirect. It dis- 
penses with the laws of the market, 
with free competition, with the 
capitalist law that prices and pub- 
lic demand will govern production. 
Instead, the state will determine 
what shall be produced and what 
shall be consumed and at what 
wages and prices. 

This means, inevitably, that an 
economic dictatorship must be es- 
tablished at the centre, however it 
may be camouflaged. Once the 
government attempts to decide the 
quantity of production and its dis- 
tribution by regulation it must have 
power to enforce its decisions. 

* * * 


But the C.C.F. denies that it will 
establish an economic dictatorship 
at the centre. Anyone who has 
read its literature, and especially 
Mr. Coldwell’s definitive statement 
of policy in MacLean’s Magazine, 
knows that the C.C.F. promises a 
wide diffusion of power and con- 
trol all over the nation. It pro- 
poses to set up all over the map 
local boards, democratically elected 
by various groups, which will con- 
trol local business. Some industries 
will be owned not by the central 
government but by the provinces 
and municipalities, and some by 
co-operatives. All these will be con- 
sidered socialized industries and 
satisfactory to the Great Plan. 

The assumption behind all this 
is that these little local blocs of 
power, all the various socialized 
cells of the economy, will work to- 
gether harmoniously by some 
higher law of life, precisely as the 
cells of the human body function. 
This assumption would repel the 
basic law of our present society, 
of all democratic societies, that the 
various economic, political and class 
interests of the state shall always 
be in conflict and competition, and 
that only by preventing any one of 
them gaining supreme power can 
the freedom of men be preserved

This C.C.F. assumption also is 
palpably false.

WASHINGTON—Australia’s posi- 
tion in respect to establishing a pro- 
posed British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions permanent secretariat as out- 
lined by Prime Minister Curtin at a 
press conference here has already 
appeared in the Free Pres, But on 
another point entirely, during the 
conference here, has already ap- 
peared and developed another rea- 
son why Australia appears to take 
a slightly different position than 
some of her sister Dominions on 
Empire policy. , 

Australia with a huge continent 
to protect, two-thirds as large as the 
continental United States, has a 
population of only slightly over 
seven million people—somewhat 
less than metropolitan New York 
City, She broods under a tremend- 
ous, overhanging cloud of Asiatic 
populations—the hundreds of mil- 
lions of Indians, Chinese, Japanese, 
Malays and others. It is this fact. 
that has created in the Australian 
mind a stubborn determination to 
keep the Australian continent 
people with white races, preferably 
the Anglo-Saxon-Celtie at all costs. 

The Australian position, in one 
respect, may be likened to the at- 
titude of the southern United States 
toward granting equal political, eco 
nomie and social rights to 


bound always to be in conflict so 
long as personal freedom survives 
here, It is ridiculous to say, for ex- 
ample, that any government regula- 
tion in a free society can remove 
the basic conflict in interest be- 
tween a wage earner in a protected 
manufacturing industry and a grain 
grower on the prairies, since the 
former wants high wages for his 
product and the farmer wants low, 
while the factory worker wants 
cheap bread and the farmer wants 
high grain prices. The same prin- 
ciple applies all through our 
economy, or any economy, under 
any form of government. 

The C.C.F:. up to now, has func- 
tioned on the level of theory only. 
So long as sincere people meet to- 
gether merely to protest against 
the well-known and bitter in- 
justices of our society, so long as 
they demand merely a vague new 
kind of society, they will not dis- 
agree. On the basic theory that 
everything Is wrong with our so- 
clety and that something must be 
done about it, the C.C.F. has got 
along fine up to now, for it has 
not begun to grapple with the es- 
sential conflicts which must arise 
even between people who want a 
change. 

Now, in Vancouver, the C.C.F. is 
getting a taste of what it means to 
be a national party in a nation as 
diverse as this; and perhaps it will 
begin to have some sympathy with 
national governments of the old 
parties which have always been 
compelled to compromise their 
principles in order to govern at all. 


* * ® 


However, the fact that disagree- 
ments and conflicts will arise all 
along the line under a socialist sys- 
tem, that the mere act of socializa- 
tion will solve no problem in itself 
and will reconcile no clash of in- 
terest—this need not hold up the 
Great Plan, It can still go ahead} 
and still control everything and it} 
can resolve all conflicts and make 
all the cells of the body politic 
function harmoniously. There is no 
theory about this for the thing has 
been tried and has succeeded else- 
where, The Great Plans of Russia 
and Germany have both succeeded. 
All conflicts were resolved, all 
clashes of interest were ironed out 
under a steamroller. 

By dictatorship at the centre the} 
thing can be done and in no other 
way, and if the C.C.F. is honest it 
will admit that fact. So long as men 
are left free to decide their local 
affairs, so long as large segments 
of the economy are left free to 
Struggle against one another, there 
can be no Great Plan, It will dis- 
solve in confusion, 

But the C.C.F, is caught in this 
predicament—it has to have a 
Great Plan and has put it into im- 
mediate effect because it has guar- 
anteed certain results, namely pros- 
perity and a high living standard 
for all, and if this does not occur 
soon it will lose its first election 
and the whole dream will be shat- 
tered. 

Therefore, ruthless planning from 
the centre, and the rigid compul- 
sion of all the diverse interests of 
the country must be undertaken at

Now that he was invalided out of 
the army, he said, he had been 
looking for new tail-gunners. He 
thought all the people of the 
United States would prove to be 
tail-gunners, But they didn’t seem 
to understand.

The young officer was trying to 
transmit to that audience an ex- 
perience. It was an experience of 
terror and pity, of solidarity and 
comradeship, of death and miracu- 
lous return ot life. He did trans- 
mit it—so effectively that after- 
ward there was dead silence. All of 
us felt a little sick about ourselves, 
a little ashamed of our glibness. 


For a few minules we had been in 
a different world. But this differ- 
ent world was no! a world of for- 
eign languages, or races, It was the 
world of our own children, The 
difference was wholly one of ex- 
perience, 

Nor was there any disunity. All 
of the previous speakers had spoken 
normally, of what interested them, 
and what interested them was im- 
portant and part of the whole big 
picture of the war. The young offi- 
cer also spoke of what interested 
him—and what had swallowed his 
whole life and thinking, 

The difference was one in in- 
tensity, and in value. The Ger- 
man, for him, was not a social and 
historical problem, but an immed- 
iate enemy, and a very dangerous 
one. The lost tail-gunner was not 
a statistical number, but someone 
closer to him than all of us, The 
war of nerves was not something 
to be commented on, and lightly 
resisted—he felt the tension of his 
brothers overseas in his bones, The 
coming invasion was not, for him, 
an abstraction. He was already, in 
imagination, participating in it.

Unity is a matter of imagination 
—imagination which, for us civil- 
ians, must be the substitute for ex- 
perience, in no other, country is 
imagination more necessary, for 
nowhere else is there such a gap 
of experience, between the front 
and the homeland. The silence that 
followed the speech of the officer 
was an admission of guilt. The guilt 
was not that we don’t care, not that 
we are disloyal, but that we do 
not sufficiently, continually, and in- 
tensely, project our imaginations 
into that other world. 

In the days of bitter test of our 
sons, should we not see an election 
campaign in its proper proportions? 
Must we not see that it is America 
which is at stake—and not a party? 

At the front the soldier learns 
what is the prime social virtue. It 
is comradeship. It is to do the job 
you have to do, not for your own 
glory or salvation, but for the 
whole community.

Trade Unions and Cartels 


By J. H. GRAY 


For the past several months, the 
C.C.F. publications all across the 
country have been full of denun- 
clations of international cartels and 
monopolies, The factual basis of the 
articles is, of course, the fine work 
which the United States government 
has done in its efforts to smash 
cartels and monopolies. But in all 
the socialist literature the most 
assiduous reader will find not a 
single mention of one of the most 
important aspects of this problem— 
the role played by trades unions in 
restraining trade and promoting 
cartels, 

It is all very well to denounce 
businéss men who get together to 
restrain trade and boost prices 
through the so-called trade asso- 
ciations, but why ignore the fact 
that in many of these cartels trades 
unions walk hand in glove with 
the employers? Mr. Thurman 
Arnold, whose vigorous prosecu- 
tion of the trusts made the present 
C.C.F, campaign possible, has 
spoken out time and again against 
trade union monopolistic practices. 
What is more he has prosecuted 
the trades unions in the courts. 

Between October, 1939, and Feb- 
ruary, 1940, in the building in- 
dustry alone the U.S. Department 
of Justice obtained 15 indictments 
against trades unions and launched 
three other civil suits. In 12 of these 
18 cases the unions were joint de- 
fendants with employers. 

Here are some of the charges 
in the indictment: 


In San Francisco the Master 
Plasterers’ Association and the 
trades unions were accused of fix- 
ing and controlling bids on plaster 
work, 

In Illinois a masonic tile com- 
pany and a labor union were in- 
dicted for preventing companies 
other than those they selected from 
purchasing tile. 


In Missouri a trucking firm and 
trades union were accused of con- 
spiring to drive competitors out of 
business and fix artifically high 
and non-competitive rates, 


Five Chicago electrical companies 
and the electricians’ union were 
accused of preventing Chicago elec- 
trical companies buying fixtures 
made outside Illinois. 

In Pennsylvania two trade asso- 
ciations and two unions were charg- 
ed with preventing the use of out- 
of-state lumber by withholding un- 
ion labels, 

In the Distriet of Columbia 
plumbing interests and unions were 
charged with elimination of com- 
petitive bidding. 

In Pennsylvania the air condition- 
ing trade and the unions were 
charged with fixing prices and elim- 
inating competition. 

* * 

In our thinking about the post- 
war, more and more emphasis is 
being placed upon the right to 
work, Our educators, are thinking 
more and more about vocational 
training, of the production of arti- 


an attempt is made to translate the 
right to work into reality it will en- 
counter serious opposition from the 
trades unions, 

Those who have acquired trade 
skills look with jaundiced eye upon 
others who seek to enter their 
trade. One method by which they 
can block the way is by restrictions 
upon apprenticeship. 

Thus the New York Electrical 
Workers’ Union includes in its 
agreement this clause: 

“There shall not be more than 
one apprentice to each three jour- 
neymen employed. There shall not 
be more than five apprentices on 
any one job.” 

This, in varying form, is a stand- 
ard clause in most of the contracts 
of the American Federation of 
Labor unions. Some trades are 
more lenient with apprentices, 
Others are far stricter. But the pur- 
pose of all these restrictions is the 
Same—to prevent young men from 
becoming skilled tradesmen, The 
effect is to force them into some 
other trade for which they may 
have no yearning or aptitude. The 
effect is also to turn the skilled 
unions into closed corporations, as 
exclusive and impossible to crash 
into as any of the corporate cartels,

They Don't Come With Rations

The branches of the armed ser- 
vices that produce more officially 
decorated “heroes” than any other 
in this war are the Army and Navy 
Air Forces, with the Army having 
a heavy preponderance of decorat- 

ed flyers. 

Highest War Department offi- 
cials feel that the men who man 
the ’planes in all combat theatres 
daily are risking their lives and 
richly deserve whatever decora- 
tions a grateful government can 
bestow. There is another school 
of thought, however, which is be- 
coming more voluble in its criticism 
of what is called “wholesale” and 
even “automatic” awarding of 
decorations for “routine” flights.

It 
is also awarded posthumously and 
delivered to the next of kin of sol- 
diers killed in action or who die of 
wounds, Al! other awards, it is 
said, are for “meritorious achieve- 
ment” ov “extraordinary heroism” 
in operations against the enemy. 
. There is « widespread belief 
that the Air Medal is awarded 
in the Army for every five flights 
over enemy territory. This is not 
the case, although War Depart- 
ment spokesmen admit that early 
in the war some field command- 
ers recommended for this decor- 
ation nearly all who completed 
five flights, and recommended an 
oak-leaf cluster which denotes 
a second award of the same medal) 
for all those who made five addi- 
tional flights over enemy territory. 
The Air Medal is now awarded only 
when commanding officers recom- 
mend it and give details in a cita- 
tion. These citations must show 
“meritorious achievement” and at- 
test the fact that each flight took 
at least two and a half hours’ dura- 
tion, 

Other feats for which the Air 
Medal may be awarded are ten 
sorties by a fighter pilot into 
enemy territory or to any pilot 
or aerial gunner who has shot 
down at least one enemy aircraft.

It has been estimated unofficially 
that one man in every sixty in the 
Army has been decorated, For the 
Army Air Forces, the ratio of decor- 
ated personnel is higher, probably 
one in fifty, officers and enlisted 
men included, In the Navy one man 
in every four hundred has been de- 
corated, including airmen, 

Asked why this discrepancy ox- 
isted, a Navy official said that as 
far as the Navy is concerned, it 
would continue to observe the 
strict interpretation of the statutes 
authorizing the various decora- 
tions. Attacking the enemy—even 
repeatedly—is a fighting man’s job 
and unless circumstances justify

Tribute Paid 
Naval Heroes 


In Commons. 


OTTAWA, May 2—(CP)—Party 
leaders yesterday paid tribute to 
gallant Canadian naval men who 
fought the Saturday action in the 
English Channel in which H.M. 
C.S. Athabaskan and a German 
destroyer of the Elbing class were 
destroyed. 

Navy Minister Macdonald an- 
nounced that of the normal crew 
of about 225, 46 survivors had been 
landed in Britain and the German 
radio announced the capture of 85 
prisoners, including six officers. 


SOME IN HOSPITAL 

Mr. Macdonald said one officer 
and 13 ratings were taken to a Ply- 
mouth hospital, six ratings were at 
Penzance hospital; one rating was at 
a Devonport hospital and 25 ratings 
were at Devonport Royal naval bar- 
racks, 

Gordon Graydon, Progressive 
Conservative house leader, asked 
Mr. Macdonald if he had any more 
details of the action than had been 
given in the press. He paid a special 
tribute to the gallantry of Lt-~Cmdr 
J, H. Stubbs, captain of the Atha- 
baskan, whom, he said, risked death 
by directing the accompanying des- 
troyer Haida to leave the area and 
not wait to pick him up. 

He said Commons members 
would be specially interested in 
the fact that a son of the late H. 
B. McKinnon, Liberal member of 
parliament for Kenora-Rainy 
River, was on the Haida, 

Mr. Macdonald said he took a 
special pride in the conduct of the 
Canadian ships and men, He brief- 
Iv reviewed the action, adding to 
previous details that the German 
ships were of the Elbing class and 
that some of the Canadian sur- 
vivers were in hospital, 


FIRED TO END 

“The Athabaskan continued firing 
until the very end,” he said and 
added that “after one German ship 
had been put out of action, the 
Haida kept up the pursuit of the 
other in darkness and smoke” until 
the very shores of enemy territory 
were reached. 

He said the Haida picked up 
one officer and 39 ratings while 
the remaining survivors made 
their way back to the English 
coast in one of the Haida’s motor 
launches, 

M. J. Coldwell, C.C.F. leader, 
asked whether there had been a 
change in naval policy in announc- 
ing ship losses before next-of-kin 
had been advised of casualties, 

“I am disturbed by the anxiety 
this new policy must create among 
the families of the sailors,” he said. 

Mr. Macdonald said there had 
Been no change in policy in this 
regard, but that in this case the 
Germans had announced the action 
and its result and consequently the 
mavy decided to make an official 
piatement “sketchy and meagre as 
& might be.” 

He said the navy'e decision was 
also based on the fact the Germans 
held Canadian prisoners and it 
would be at least three months be- 
fore these were identified and 
mext-of-kin advised. I¢ was thus 
thought best to make an official an- 
mouncement immediately.

Mr. Hansell said there could well 
be a bulletin board in the offices 
so that men and women seeking 
work could see what jobs were 
available and where. Employers 
should be able to put advertise- 
ments in newspapers freely for the 
guidance of those seeking work. 


Men could not “be pushed 
around” and there should be 
more freedom among employees 
and employers in respect to 
Selective Service rulings. 


Mr. Mitchell said that without 
Selective Service controls there 
would have been “chaos” in the 
labor situation. There had been 
co-operation from employers and 
employees. 

UNEMPLOYMENT FEARED 

Last year there had been fore- 
casts of 100,000 unemployed in 
Canada this spring, he said. 

This statement had been made 
by M. J. Coldwell, C.C.F. leader, 
he continued.

The Air Transport Command was 
originally organized by one of the 
most talented American aviation | 
leaders, the late General Robert 
Olds. Then, in General Harold 
George, it acquired a new: chief. 
who is without doubt one of our 
ablest air strategists. His com- 
mand has played a role of the first 
importance. Its contribution can 
be traced in every American and 
Allied campaign. 

But here I am concerned especi- 
ally with the portion of the Trans- 
port Comniand called the Ferrying 
Division, dedicated to the rapid de- 
livery of airplanes on their own 
power from factory ‘ to ‘ fighting 
fronts. It was organized and de 
veloped by the talented 37-year-old 
Genera] William Tunner, who has' 
surrounded himself with a truly 
great staff of experts. Among these 
is the beauteous Nancy Harkness 
Love, who heads up the women's 
section of this service and has pi- 
loted more types of planes than 
any other woman in the world. 


PROVED DECISIVE 


Among those in the know it is| 
frankly acknowledged by this time 
that the work of the Ferrying Di 
vision—amounting to a miracle of| 
efficient planning and organization | 
—has repeatedly extricated Ameri- 
can forces from difficult situations. 
It proved decisive, for instance, in 
the premature attack on Guadal 
canal, when immediate reinforce: 
ments became a matter of life and | 
death; in the Kasserine Pass en 
gagement in Tunisia, where we un 
dertook operations with insufficient 
air power; in Salerno, where we | 
landed at the extreme reach of our) 
land-based aviation; most recently 
in Anzio and Cassino. Under-est: 
mations of the amount of aircraft 
needed, combined with losses in 
action, are often so large that ai 
most instantaneous reinforcements 
are essential to avert defeats, 

The Ferrying Command has 
always come through. In such 
emergencies Ferry pilots all over 
the United States have flown day 
and night, from factory to modi- 
fication centres, from there to the 

battle areas. They have released 
planes for use at danger points 
with a speed and intensity that 
turned the tide of the action in 
our favor. Without the public 
being aware of it, the Ferrying 
Command has thus been able on 
many occasions to assure victory 
when failure threatened. 


The ferry pilot is by all odds the 
hardest-working, most. versatile air- 
man in the service. His tasks are 
so varied and so all-embracing that 
special schools for his training have 
been set up. He must be able, at a 
moment's notice, to fly any plane 
in existence to any part of the 
world, Since he often is obliged two 
fly short-ranged aircraft over long 
distances, he must be expert in 
squeezing the last mile of range out | 
of his craft. 


180 DIFFERENT TYPES 


Due to the complex character oi | 
this war, I would guess that we! 
have close to 150 different types oi 
aireraft in action, each having a 
different instrument and accessory 
layout, requiring somewhat differ 
ent cockpit procedures. Moreover 
these have to be adapted for opera 
tions under conditions as various| 
as those in the Arctic, in trop 
jungles, on African-deserts, as wel) 
as the familiar temperature regions.

Although the number of per. 
sons applying for housing ac- 
commodation at the Edmonton 
Accommodation Bureau during 
April was 851, a decrease over last 
month’s 853 and February's peak 
registration of 864 persons, most 
of the applications are by Canad- 
ian civilian families, Mrs, Mar- 
guerite Fielding, director of the 
bureau, said Tuescay. 


Of the 851 persons applying for 
housing during April, 575 were 
Canadian civilians, 188 U.S. person- 
nel and 88 Canadian military per- 
sonnel." There were only 51 trans- 
jent requests for accommodation, 
Mrs. Fielding said, and they were 
filled. 

The housing trend has been, and 
is becoming increasingly intensified 
toward houses and suites and ac- 
commodations for permanent fami- 
lies, she said. 

The bureau placed 445 persons 
during April, including about 15 
children, Mrs. Fielding said. Appli- 
cations during April listed 179 child- 
ren. 

While there has been no actual 
“distressed” family case as yet 
because of the lack of housnig 
facilities, Mrs. Fielding said that 
one family had informed her that 
it has purchased a tent and is 
camped somewhere in the Bonnie 
Doon area. 

Whether there is proper water 
and sanitation facilities for the 
family of five is not known.

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Best in World 


The rations of the Royal Cana- 
dian Air Force equal those of any 
other armed service in the world 
and are probably better than most, 
according to Group Captain F. F 
Tisdall, consultant on nutrition for 
the R.C.A.F., in the opening lecture 
Monday of a three-day course for 


air force medical and messing 
officers at the University of Al- 
berta. 


Convened from every station in 
No, 4 Training Command, the doc- 
tors and dietitians are attending 
the course in nutrition given by 
GC, Tisdall, SL. J, F. McCreary, 
head of the R.C.A.F. nutrition 
branch, and FO, J. Brown, deputy 
director of food administration, as 
well as a course in medical docu- 
mentation offered by Sqdn.-Ldr. A. 
Sellers and Fit.-Lt. Hilton, also 
from air force headquarters, Ot- 
tawa. 

“The health and efficiency of the 
men are directly relative to their 
diet,” said Group Captain Tisdall, 
“and the split-second efficiency de- 
manded by aerial warfare in turn 
requires perfection in the diet of 
our airmen, 

“The R.C.A.F. was the first ser- 
vice to commission dietitians, the 
first time in military history that 
women have been placed in charge 
of the feeding of combatant troops, 
a milestone comparable in effective 
results to the work of Florence 
Nightingale.” 

Those attending the course were 
escorted through one of these labs, 
situated on the campus of the Uni- 
versity, whose staff assays samples 
of food served to airmen at all air 
force units in British Columbia and 
Alberta to determine the nutritional 
value thereof, with a view to im- 
proving and maintaining the gen- 
eral health and well-being of the 
personnel. 

After the first day’s lectures, the 
delegates attended a banquet at the 
Macdonald hotel, with, as special 
guests, Lt. Col. Brua, wing surgeon 
for the A.A.A.F., Prof. George Hun- 
ter, professor of biochemistry at 
the university, and Dr. McQueen,

“At 5:30 he has cereal, another 
half can of fruit and four ounces 
of milk. 

“When it is time for him to go to 
bed at 7 or 8 o'clock he is as wake- 
ful as can be, At 10 o'clock he has 
another four ounces of milk and 
goes to sleep. Then he wakens in the 
night for another bottle. { know this 
is wrong but he cries for it. 

“IT am worn down because with a 
husband and an 8-yvear-old girl to 
care for IT get no rest in daytime. 


Some tell me he isn't getting 
enough cod liver gil. Help me, 
please.” 


The outline of his day is good, 
it is only the results that seem to 
be poor. So, one has to dry to make 
some improvements. 

He drinks 12 ounces of milk at 
night which it would be better for 
him to get in the daytime meals, To 
that end offer 8 ounces of milk 
with the breakfast.

The May 1 house-moving crisis 
is over — temporarily — with ap- 
parently no families left “on the 
street” in any of the Canadian 
communities where the housing 
problem has been severe. 

In most cases families whose 
tenancy legally expired yesterday, 
without new homes to go to, were 
taken care of by relatives or 
friends, A survey by The Canadian 
Press last night showed that many 
were accommodated temporarily 
while others were left in uneasy 
occupation of their present prem- 
ises, facing probable eviction or- 
ders in the next week or so, 


ALL ARE PLACED 


Winnipeg's 150 families who were 
reported facing eviction have all 
been placed, and Mayor Garnet 
Coulter said “there is not one 
family on the street.” 

At Edmonton hundreds were 
on the move yesterday but no 
cases of “homeless” families were 
reported. W. J. Williams, secre- 
tary of the Canadian Legion, met 
with members of the Edmonton 
Ministerial Association to discuss 
temporary quarters for families 


who might later be confronted 
| with actual eviction orders,

ilies were left without shelter 
Those unable to find new homes 
\for the most part stayed where

Chapter XIV. 

We have, like good probation officials, traced the case 
history of the criminal and found a corrupt educational back- 
ground running back many generations. Now we know that 
reform school is essential, and that particular attention must 
be given to special curricula, adequate to correct the inculca- 
tion of false moral principles. We have realized that the 


educational program must be 
but by academic authorities 


International University. + 


Having observed that an environ- 
ment of poverty and hopelessness 
prevents a psychology of penitence 
and reform, we have provided for 
a favorable economic conditioning 
of the defective. In all this, history 
has acted as a sign-post pointing the 
direction—its inscriptions filled 
with significant instruction, 

Having determined where the 
responsibility rests, we apply the 
sword of justice in all its measured 
impartial fury. 

First, we forfeit Germany's sov- 
ereignty as a nation, to be restored 
if, and when, she ceases to be a 
menace to the society of peoples. 
We have provided how that decision 
shall be made. 

Second, having punished the nat- 
ion as an entity, we punish her in- 
dividual war criminals. For this 
Purpose we construct two kinds of 
courts, 

Third, international commissions 
as well as national commissions 
should gather the abundant data of 
criminality under the immediate 
direction of the prosecutors. 


AVENGING JUSTICE 


Fourth, we list bureaucratic 
groups of Pan-Germans from which 
the officially organized brutality 
stemmed. They must be the first to 
face an inexorable avenging justice. 
These, the upper crust of Nazism, 
the Leader, Cabinet and Gauleiters, 
the High Command, the Gestapo, 
the Sturm Abteilung, the Labor 
Front, the German Peoples’ Courts, 
the Schutzstaffel and others must 
be exterminated according to law. 

Fifth, we have recommended how 
certain troublesome questions of In- 
ternational Law should be ans- 
wered—such as the defense that a 
superior officer's command was we- 
ing executed. 

Sixth, we have proposed measures 
to prevent the guilty from obtain- 
ing asylum in neutral countries. 

Despite a most extensive judi- 
cial system constituted in the 
Versailles Treaty Germany evad- 
ed any real punishment. We have 
studied the ingenious methods 
which she employed so success- 
fully. Our program shuts the door 
to such cunning. The Prussian 
war cult and its Nazi high execu- 
tioners must be destroyed. Jus- 
tice demands it. Hope for a better 
world requires it. 

The punishment provisions spill 
over into the economic realm. This 
is quite natural, since the complex 
forces of society will not be con- 
fined to labeled compartments. Life 
is stormy and unorthodox, and no 
respecter of the planner's well- 
carved designs. The economic pro- 
gram has two main directions, one 
preventive and punitive,.the other 
affirmative, 

The former is designed to disarm 
Germany economically as well as 
military. It proposes: 

First, that all plants and machin- 
ery which produce war material be 
scrapped, removed or demolished 


CONTROL OF POLICY 

Second, that the machine tool in- 
dustry, steel mills, power houses 
and important “heavy indusiries” 
be destroyed or taken from German 
control. While physical operation 
could be left to Germans, interna- 
tional trustees should determine 
personnel of management, con- 
tracts, investments and foreign ar- 
rangements. There would be no re- 
liance upon mere “inspection”. 
Control of policy itself would be 
attained. No cartel arrangements 
could then be made to restrict for- 
eign production of vital materials. 
Nor could fifth columns of sabotage 
and espionage be organized under 
the respectable guise of business 
enterprise. 

Third, that stocks of metals, oil 
or other strategic war materials in 
excess of normal domestic con- 
sumption be removed from the 
country and never replenished. 

Fourth, that restitution be made of 
stolen property wherever possible. 
We have analyzed the different 
methods by which it was illegaliy 
obtained, They range from looting 
by military marauders called Wi- 
Ru to the “acquisition of title’ by 
devious frauds such as the Soldat- 
enbanken, Through one form or an-

devised not by local politicians 
of the highest standing—the 


other the Germans have made the 
greatest haul in the history of ban- 
ditry, almost 50 billion dollars. 
PROPERTY COURTS 

Fifth, that property courts, with 
criminal jurisdiction to punish re- 
calcitrants, shall determine disputes 
over title to property. The accumu- 
lations of the Nazis, no matter in 
what form or country, will be con- 
fiscated and pooled for restoration 


to the victims or their governments. 
The devices for dressing these em- 
bezzlements with color of title will 
be pierced. We have analyzed some 
of the fraudulent methods which 
merely disguise the robberies. 

Sixth, that reparations be paid in 
money and goods to the fullest ex- 
tent of Germany’s capacity. How- 
ever, the obligation will be elastic, 
and exacted under the control of an 
International Economic board which 
will (a) prevent the collapse of 
German economy through exhaus- 
tion and (b) prevent damage to the 
world’s markets by dumping of 
goods or otherwise. We have an- 
alyzed the cunning employed by 
Germany to avoid making repara- 
tion payments and at the same time 
receive huge loans. The plan pro- 
posed will make the victors the 
beneficiaries, not the victims, of 
reparations. 

Seventh, that reparations also 
be paid in the form of labor bat- 
talions to reconstruct devastated 
areas. These are to be composed 
chiefly of war criminals sentenced 
to prison terms. This payment 
shall also be subject to the Inter- 
national Board's control in order 
to avoid injury to the restored 
area by importation of excess 
labor, 

This program will not only de- 
stroy the German war plant, but will 
remove the mortar and bricks with- 
out which a new one cannot be 
built. It provides for thorough eco- 
nomic disarmament and it has been 
carefully designed to check the un- 
scrupulous manipulations and re- 
cuperative powers of German war 
planners (businessmen as well as 
military men.) German fanaticism 
must be stripped naked and kept 
naked, so that its irrationality and 
shame will be evidenct to all. It 
must not be permitted to acquire 
another coat of armor and pose 
for all the world as a_ brave 
knight and warrior, At the same 
time, the program is intended to do 
simple justice by restitution. 


ECONOMIC COUNCIL 

Germany must be in full propor- 
tion the beneficiary of international 
economic planning and control. We 
have suggested an Economic Coun- 
cil such as was designed in Feb- 
ruary, 1940, at the Hague. The fol- 
lowing economic benefits could be 
conferred on Germany as well as 
other nations: (a) a Central Bank 
would raise or lower interest rates 
simultaneously in all countries, to 
increase or limit finances for pro- 


duction, (b) regional resources 
would be developed, (c) labor sup-

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Saskatchewan 
Election New 
Test For C.C.F. 


By GEORGE FINLAY 

REGINA, May 2—(CP)—First 
important test of the C.C.F. since 
the Ontario election last August 
is looked for in Saskatchewan in 
June when Premier W. J. Patter- 
son’s Liberal administration, with 
33 members in the 52-seat house, 
seek return to office. 

Mr. Patterson has not set the date 
for polling day but the once- 
extended life of the legislature 
ends July 10, The last election was 
held June 8, 1938. 

At prorogation the C.C.F. had 10 
members; Social Credit 2 and Unity 
2, grouped as “national reform” 
members; 5 seats were vacant. 
NOMINATIONS UNDERWAY 

All parties today are busy with 
nominations meetings, and many 
three-cornered contests are in pros- 
pect. The C.C.F. says it will contest 
every constituency with the 40-year- 
old leader, Rev. T. C, Douglas of 
Weyburn directing the campaign. 
Mr. Douglas, Scotch-born Baptist 
minister, will resign from parlia- 
ment and contest a Saskatchewa. 
seat. He represents Weyburn in the 
commons, 

The Progressive Conservatives 
are active under a new leader, 
Rupert D. Ramsay of Saskatoon, 
44-year-old native of Toronto, who 
came west in 1905. He is professor 
of agriculture at the University of 
Saskatchewan. 

John Bracken, national leader of 
the Progressive Conservatives, has 
come from the east and will speak 
at Yorkton tonight. Agriculture 
Minister Gardiner recently visited 
the province, and other federal 
leaders are expected during the 
campaign. 

TRADITIONALLY LIBERAL 

Traditionally Liberal, Saskatch- 
ewan has had but one other party 
administration since 1905 when it 
gained provincial status. The Con- 
servatives were in power from 1929 
to 1934 when Mr. Gardiner, the first 
Liberal premier to meet party de- 
feat, returned to power in a land- 
slide victory. He resigned in 1935 
to enter the federal cabinet and 
was succeeded by Mr. Patterson, 
first native-boru premier. He was 
born at Grenfell 58 years ago. 

The Social Credit party, which 
in 1938 elected two of 39 candi- 
dates, will have nominees where 
there is “a demand for a Social 
Credit candidate,” but will not 
be a challenge as in the last elec- 
tion. It provided the interest in 
1938; this year the C.C.F. is the 
challenge. 

In the drought-depression years, 
relief administration brought the 
main election issue, but wartime 
prosperity has changed the Sas- 
katchewan scene with plans for 
post-war reconstruction dominant. 


WARN AGAINST C.C.F, 

Who will administrate post-war 
programs? Spokesmen for the Pat- 
terson administration warn a C.C.F. 
victory will mean “a policy of 
regimentation”; the C.C.F. call for 
a new economic order, and the 
Progressive Conservatives for a 
change in administrative policy as 
carried on by the Liberals. 

The Patterson government's re- 
construction program calls for ex- 
penditure of $100,000,000 on pub- 
lic buildings, highways, soil sur- 
veys and other agricultural pro- 
jects, 

The next legislaiure wiil have 
three members representing Sas- 
katchewan men and women in the 
armed services—one will be elect- 

ed in Canada; one*in Great Britain 
and one in the Mediterranean area, 
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Details for overseas balloting have 
not yet been completed. 

Members of the services, in Sas- 
katchewan on election day but not 
in their home constituencies, will 
vote in the constituency where sta- 
tioned. There will be no redistri- 
bution this year. 


CHANGES IN ACT 


There have been election act 
changes. The time that may elapse 
between issuing of writs and nom- 
ination day has been extended to 
not more than 30 and not less than 
@ days. Polling day will be two 
weeks after nomination day. It was 
one week in 1938. 

In the last election the total vote 
was 440,273, the Liberals with 200,370 
and the C.C.F. 82,568.

‘Canada to Send 
UK 125,000,000 
' Pounds Cheese 


OTTAWA, May 2.—(CP)—An 

| agreement went into effect yes- 

terday whereby Canada will furn- 

ish the United Kingdom with 

| 125,000,000 pounds of cheese in 

| the 12 months beginning May 1 at 

| a price of 20 cents a pound at the 

cheese factories, Agriculture Min- 

ister Gardiner announced last 
night, 

In the fiscal year which ended 
April 30 Canada undertook to pro- 
vide 150,000,000 pounds, but fell 
short of this total because so many 
dairy farmers went in for butter 
produciton, Canada exported to 
Britain about 125,000,000 pounds of 
cheese, approximately the amount 
she has undertaken to provide this 
year. However, Canada was able 
to ship considerable quantities of 
butter to Britain last year to offset 
its failure in cheese exports. 


ALSO SUBSIDIES 

The price of 20 cents a pound is 
about the same as last year and in 
addition the producer will receive 
a federal government subsidy of 
one cent a pound on cheese that 
score 93 points and two cents if it 
scores 94. 


There also is a federal subsidy 
of 20 cents per 100 pounds on 
milk that goes to produce cheese 
which works out to around two 
cents a cheese pound. The Ontario 
and Quebec governments also 
each grant subsidies on cheese 
produced within its borders of 
two cents a pound. 

Accordingly the dairy farmers 
actually will get around 26 cents 
a pound for their cheese at the 
factories if it scores 94 and one cent 
less if it scores 93. 


The agreement was signed by Mr. 
Gardiner on behalf of Canada and 
by a representative of the Food 
Ministry on behalf of Britain. 


Before the

It is just over four months since 
James Conley offered his services 
as counsel in his own behalf in 
the court of Magistrate A. I. Millar, 
K.C., but his appearance Tuesday 
morning showed he had not lost his 
ability to “say his piece.” When 
the case of assault, laid against him 
by Ann Boratynec, a waitress, was 
over, James realized the best he 
could do was to ask for leniency, 
“as it’s pretty hard getting out in 
winter.”

While no hint has been given of 
possible action against combines 
and cartels, it is learned that Labor 
Minister Humphrey Mitchell, whose 
department includes administration 
of the Combines Investigation Act, 
has asked for full report in the dis- 
closures in Washington. Such action 
may be a prelude to re-opening the 
Combines Investigation Act and re- 
sumption of operations under it. 
During wartime, anti-combine work 
has been handled along with en- 
forcement of wartime prices and 
trade board operations to control 
prices and business practices, 


MONOGRAPH PUBLISHED 


A monograph recently published 
by a sub-committee of the U.S. 
Senate committee on military af- 
fairs was entitled “Economic and 
Political Aspects of International 
Cartels.” It was written by Corwin 
D. Edwards, chairman of policy 
board, anti-trust division, U.S. de- 
partment of justice. It reported 
that “international cartels are de- 
signed to enhance profits by re- 
ducing competition.” 

Among several references to 
cartel operatoins in Canada, this 
passage was included in the 
monograph, “in Canada, Cana- 
dian Industries Limited is the 
jointly owned subsidiary of Du- 
Pont and Imperial Chemical In- 
dustries, which have mutually 
agreed that in chemical fields 
occupied by both companies their 
chemical manufacturing and im- 
porting activities in Canada shall 
be undertaken exclusively by this 
subsidiary.” 

A supply of copies of this report 
has been obtained by the Canadian 
government and these are under 
study by key officials in anti-com- 
bine work.
